Ma ny America ns ha v e been in the habit o f disso cia t­ 
ing business fro m diplo ma cy , and they ha v e been w o n d er­ 
ing why the Russia ns ca n no t buy here ev en witho ut rec­ 
o gnitio n, pro v iding they ha v e the 
i nc l i na t i o n to bu>, ant 
it they ha v e either the mo ney o r credit. 
W ha t is the co n­ 
necting link between reco gnitio n and credit? 
The Rus­

It 
co mes abo ut In this fashio n: The 
new building that is to ho use the 
Po st Office department will hav e 
a co uple o f gigantic blo cks o f 
sto ne near its entrance o n which 
are engrav ed the names 
df all 
po stmasters 
general 
since 
the 
first. The co ntract fo r these two 
engrav ed sto nes, was let during 
the administratio n o f President 
Ho o v er, so that the last name o n 
tlie list was Walter F. Bro wn o f 
Ohio . 
But alo ng came a change 
in administratio n and also a new- 
head o f the Po st Office depart­ 
ment, and his name had to be in­ 
cluded.
